Authorize further Advances of Money for the 
Improvement of Landed Property, and the Ex- 
tension and Promotion of Drainage and other 
Works of public Utility, in Ireland.

W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parlia- Preamble, 
ment held in the Tenth and Eleventh Years of the R e ign 
of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act to facilitate lO&IlViee. 
‘ the Improvement of Landed Property in Ireland,” whereby the 
5 Sum of One mOUon five hundred thousand Pounds was authorized to 
be advanced by way of Loan out of the Consolidated Fund of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and L-eland, for the Improvement 
of Landed Property in Ireland : And whereas it is expedient to autho- 
nze the Advance of a further Sum of Money for the said Purpose ; 

10 Be It therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, That it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Treasurer 
Majesty s Treasm'y to issue and advance out of the Growing Produce advanee 
15 of the^ said Consolidated Fund, in addition to the Sum by the said SXi ll"

Treasury HI. And whereas by another Act passed in the same Session of 
Parliament, intituled “ An Act to provide additional Funds for Loans 
Drainage, &c. “ for Drainage and other Works of public Utility in Ireland, and to 
10 & 11 Viet. “ repeal an Act of the last Session for authorizing a further Issue of 
’* “ Money in aid of public Works of acknowledged Utility,” tbe Sum 

of Two hundred and fifty thousand Pounds was authorized to be ad- 
vanced by way of Loan out of the said Consolidated Fund, for the 
Extension and Promotion of Drainage and other Works of public 
Utility in Ireland : And whereas it is expedient to authorize the 
Advance of a further Sum of Money for the said Purposes ; Be it 
therefore enacted. That it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury to issue and advance out of the Growing 
Produce of the said Consolidated Fund, in addition to the Sum by tbe 
last-recited Act authorized, such further Sum or Sums of Money, not 
exceeding in the whole the Sum of Two hundred thousand Pounds, as 
may from Time to Time be required for the Extension and Promotion 
of Drainage and other Works of public Utility in Ireland, tbe same 
to be applied for the Purpose of the Loans which the Commissioners 
of Public Works in Ireland may be called upon to make under the 
Provisions of the Acts now in force authorizing Loans to be made 
for those Purposes. 
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Provisions^ of IV. And be it enacted, That all the Powers, Authorities, Provisions, 
C.^ioe! Matters, and Things, of what Nature or Kind soever, contained in or 
tended to refeiTcd to by the said last-recited Act, or any Act authorizing Loans 35 
tliisAot. for the Extension and Promotion of Drainage and other 

Works of public Utility in Ireland, shall extend to this Act, and to 
Loans hereby authorized to be made for those Purposes.
